Wetaskiwin, the sixth city of prom- 
inence iu this Province recsived its 
baptism in pioneer days. 

It became a settlément about the 
year. 1892, some thirty years ago on 
the spot where certain Indian. tribes 
met and made peace. On the adjac- 
ent hill called “Peace Hill" a hatchet 
was literally buried by the Crees and 
Blackfeet to commemorate the event 
from which the Gity takes its Indian 
name of Wee-taski-win and its Latin| 
motto of “Pacem Volo Bellum Paro" 
which translated means “To'keep the 
Peace, prepare for War.’ 

In 1902 Wetaskiwin emerged from a 
village and became a town, and in 
1906 the statute was changed granting 
Wetaskiwin the status of a City with 
a charter of its own.
